New industry welcomed

The City Council approved 
the creation of a new indus- 
trial development district 
Monday night that will include 
a steel blanking facility on a 
23.7 acre site on Inkster Road. 

The council also OK’d a six- 
year tax abatement for about 
$29 million. The abatement 
motion was introduced by 
Councilman Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry, supported by William Wad- 
sworth and endorsed by a 5-0 


vote on the council. 

City Assessor Matthew Raf- 
tary said the “subject property 
currently is vacant land owned 
by the Virginia Holding Co. 
The city currently collects an 
annual tax of $9,347.42 on the 
property.” 

But Raftary said that Shilo 
Industries Inc. (headquartered 
in Mansfield, Ohio) is planning 
to buy only 23.7 acres of the 
44.7 acre site. 

The city would collect 
$56,315 a year during the 
abatement period and after 


that a total of $281,206 a year. 

Shilo Industries asked for a 
10 year abatement, which 
briefly was whittled down to 
eight years. 

But when voting time ar- 
rived, Councilman Michael 
Prybyla urged that the city stay 
with its consistent offer of a 6 
year tax abatement. 

Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington said he supported the 
tax abatement proposal be- 
cause of the tremendous hike

Court upgrades its bonding

The 34th District Court in 
Romulus, having been vic- 
timized by a past $275,000 fund 
embezzlement, has upgraded 
its bonding procedures in case 
of any future problems. 

According to top 34th Dis- 
trict Court officials, the new 
bonding covers up to $100,000 
per occurence for the court ad- 
ministrator and $50,000 for 
staff members. 

At the time of the past fund 
shortfall, the court had no such 
bonding mechanism in place, 
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Judge Tina Green said. 

Only the city of Romulus 
had a $50,000 bonding program 
for each court employee at the 
time, city officials report, and 
Romulus thus received about 
$45,000 to make up for part of 
the loss. 

The rest is history and we 
expect nothing more in return 
from the bonders, Romulus Fi- 
nancial Director Donavan 
McGuire said. 

Both city and court officials 
said the arrest of Nancy

Also ask to see the proper 
identification from that com- 
pany, police said. 

Office phone numbers for 
most utility companies appear 
on your monthly bills, police 
said, so that quick checks can 
usually be made easily.

City may pay 1 00 percent for 
subdivision road upgrades

Christmas, Thanksgiving 
and April Fool’s Day feelings 
were all wrapped into one 
Monday night, as the Romulus 
City Council voted unani- 
mously to support a massive 
repaving project for the Mead- 
owuale Subdivision paid en- 
tirely by city funds. 

Only minutes after the vote 
was taken on the council floor, 
several council candidates 
chuckled in the hallway of City 
Hall asking, “How come we 
didn’t have this money last 
week or last month?” 

Another laughed, “You 
would think tomorrow was Pri- 
mary Election Day!” In reality 
it was. 

Only a week ago, two Ro- 
mulus political veterans, 
Mayor Beverley McAnally and 
Councilman Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry, were at odds on the issue. 

McAnally said she favored a 
50 percent city payout on the 
subdivision project and felt 
most persons would support 
that expenditure. 

Raspberry said he favored a 
full 100 percent city payment, 
since most in city government 
felt its predecessors had ac- 
cepted “roads that were sub- 
standard back in 1970.” 

Thus McAnally told the 
council Monday night they had 
two options: (1) one to pay the 


entire 100 percent of the road 
upgrades or (2) to offer a spe- 
cial assessment that would 
cost each subdivision home 
owner about $43 a year for 10 
years. 

If the city is to pay the entire 
tab, McAnally’s memo to the 

council stated “it will be nec- 
essary to introduce an ordi- 
nance to release the Water and 
Sewer Loan and Reserve Es- 
crow amounts. The city’s gen- 
eral fund will pay the 
balance.”

The proposed ordinance 

was motioned by Raspberry

Firefighters get ‘hazmat’ gift

Nearly $9,950 worth of 
“hazmat” suits originally pur- 
chased for Kerr Corp. em- 
ployees have been donated to 
the Romulus Fire Department, 
Chief William Greenslait re- 
vealed Monday. 

John Robinson, health and 
safety manager of Kerr Corp. 
(located on Wick Road), re- 
ported late Monday that he 
had served for seven years as a 
fire safety officer for a firm in 
Toledo, Ohio, and thus real- 
ized that the suits could be of 
great value and tremendous 
savings to the local fire depart- 
ment. 

While the suits proved to be 
too hot for eight-hour use by 
employees at Kerr Corp, Rob- 
inson said, they are extremely 
useful for firefighter use of 


shorter duration periods. 

The gift to the fire depart- 
ment included 915 clear white 
suits that the Kerr Corp. had 
purchased earlier for their 
employees on a particular pro- 
ject. 

Since the suits had been 
modified to Kerr’s specifica- 
tions, they could not be re- 
turned to the supplier for a 
credit refund, Robinson said. 

Thus we knew the next best 
step was to donate the suits to 
the city fire department, 
where they could be used by 
firefighters working at chemi- 
cal spill situations or even 
worn under the heavy “Level 
A” suits for major contamina- 
tion projects. 

Greenslait was so apprecia- 
tive of the gift, he has decided 
to share the suits with mem- 
bers of the Downriver Emer- 


gency Response Team and the 
Western Wayue County 
Hazmat Team. 

The chief provided Robin- 
son with an official letter from 
himself and Mayor Beverly 
McAnally stating, “We are hon- 
ored that your company would 
consider making such a valu- 
able contribution to the train- 
ing efforts and Class B 
Response efforts.” 

McAnally on Monday night 
again cited the “wonderful gift 
that will prove to be a major 
plus for our firefighters. It pro- 
vides an example once again 
of Romulus-based industries 
giving back to the community.” 

Kerr Corp., which moved to 
Romulus from Detroit in 1969, 
is a major manufacturer of 
dental products. The firm was 
first organized in 1891. 


‘No strings attached’ 

Musical limitations criticized

Why are there “no strings at- 
tached” to the Romulus school 
music program? 

Edouard Kesner, volunteer 
conductor of the new Romulus 
Symphonic Orchestra, stresses 
that his musical group needs a 
feeder system of string musi- 
cians if it is to grow and be- 
come the cultural asset he 
hopes it will be. 

There are four major groups 
to an orchestra, Kesner said, 
namely the strings, wood- 
winds, brass and percussion 
instruments. 

In most symphonic orches- 
tras, the strings are the largest 
of the four groups, Kesner ex- 
plained. They include violi- 
nists as well as viola, bass and 
cello players. 

Kesner said he held off com- 
ments on the lack of a string 
instrument program in the 
past, because he did not live 
within the city or school dis- 
trict 

“But I now live here and I 
pay taxes here, so I feel there 
is no longer any reason to hold 
back on my opinions,” he said. 

Other nearby communities 
have string units in their 
school districts, Kesner says, 
so why can’t Romulus? 

After talking to Romulus 
School District officials, Kes- 
ner says, he feels the answer is 
sadly money. A check with 
school officials verified that 
statement. 

But Kesner refuses to sur- 
render to the financial crunch. 
He has vowed if the high 
school puts on a musical this 
year, he will offer the use of 
the Romulus Symphonic Or- 
chestra in that production. 

“I’m even willing to put on a 
ftind raising violin concert my- 
self (with the help of a pianist) 
to help pav for starting such a 
string education program,” 
Kesner said. 

"String players continue 
musical activities long af 
ter their high school years are 
over,” Kesner said, “which is 
more than can be said of many 
brass and percussion musi- 
cians.” 

The veteran musician per- 
formed with top U.S. sym- 


phonic orchestras (including 
those in New York, St. Louis 
and Detroit) for 40 years from 
1946-86 and feels there is no 
reason (except lack of deter- 
mination) that Romulus can- 
not have and support such a 
quality musical unit. 

“It is a sad commentary to- 
day that no string program is 
being promoted in Romulus," 
Kesner said. 

Kesner related that he be- 
gan playing the violin at the 
age of four and had his debut 
at the age of seven. 

Sporting wavy white hair, 
bushy sideburns and a classi- 
cal mustache. Kesner is proud 
of what his volunteer musical 
group has done with their lim- 
ited resources to date. 

“We were deeply appreci- 
ated at the city’s festive 25th 
birthday celebration this sum- 
mer,” Kesner said, as 15 musi- 
cians of various experience 
levels treated city residents 


and visitors to a variety of mu- 
sical pieces. 

In mini-symphony style, 
Kesner said, we provided an 
overture, a Pops song, a well 
known march music piece, the 
official Happy Birthday tune 
and concluded with the festive 
and patriotic Stars and Stripes 
Forever. 

The orchestra that has been 
practicing since April is hop- 
ing to provide a Christmas hol- 
iday treat for the community 
this winter, Kesner said. Thus 
he asks that musicians, partic- 
ularly string players, join in 
the orchestra’s weekly re- 
hearsal sessions from 7 to 9:30 
Wednesday nights at the city’s 
Recreation Department build- 
ing on Bibbins. 

“If you have an old string in- 
strument lying dormant in ihe 
attic, dust it off and c’mon 
down next Wednesday,” Kes- 
ner urges. 


Busing problems 
worry students

The 
superintendent added 
throughout his building obser- 
vations over the last two weeks 
he has been truly impressed 
with the quality of prepara- 
tion, organization and imple- 
mentation of furniture, staff 
and administration that has 
occurred. 

“There are a lot of good staff 
members in the district and I 
was very impressed with the 
demeanor of the students,” 
said Moore. 


Single family 
housing planned

Principals in the Romulus 
Development Team’s planned 
275 single home development 
on 97 acres north of Pennsylva- 
nia between Middlebelt and 
Inkster roads expressed hopes 
that drawings for the homes 
will be done next spring. 

Constantine Pappas, archi- 
tect of the group, told the City 
Council on Sept. 5 that the fi- 
nancing was all in order for 
the infrastructure in the area 
and that he and his partners 
planned to offer homes rang- 
ing from $120,000 on up next 
year. 

The homes will be in the Ro- 
mulus School District area, ad- 
jacent to existing homes in the 
Woodhaven School District, 
Pappas said. 

Originally the development 
team was considering an as- 
sortment of housing units, in- 


cluding condominiums, 
Pappas said, but a market 
study shows that all single fam- 
ily homes appear to be favored 

now. 

The housing units will be 
constructed in three phases, 
he said, and two large wet- 
lands located in the area will 
be maintained. One will be 
part of the buffer between the 
homes and the nearby flea 
market area. 

Councilman William Wad- 
sworth moved for approval of 
the Planned Development 
Area and it was seconded by 
Councilman Ellis Pennington. 
The motion passed by a 6-0 
vote with Councilman Ran- 
dolph Gear being absent. 

Pappas said many more ap- 
pearances will be required by 
he and his partners on this 
project, but said “it is giving 
Romulus a chance to be a first- 
class city.”

manufacture precision tool 
and dies). 

Shiloh later expanded into 
the blanking and stamping op- 
erations and today supplies 
auto firms and other indus- 
tries. 

Today, the spokesman said, 
Shiloh operates through eight 
facilities with a total of one 
million square feet of manu 
facturing space. 

Among its customers are the 
Big Three Automakers, pri- 
mary steel producers and au- 
tomobile component 
manufacturers. 

The Inkster Road facility 
within three years will consist 
of a 159,000 square foot pro- 
duction facility at an approxi- 
mate cost of $9.8 million. 

Machinery will be added at 
a cost of $18.3 million, the 
spokesman said. The em 
ployee count will begin at 75 
next year, but is expected to 
climb to 150 within three 
years. 

Ten percent of that staff will 


be administrative personnel, 
with the remaining 90 percent 
to be semi-skilled labor em- 
ployees. 

The tax abatement was 
moved by Raspberry and sup- 
ported by Prybyla. 

In an unrelated action the 
council also unanimously ap- 
proved a special land use re- 
quest on Eureka Road by 
Hassib Zahr. 

Zahr plans to create a gas 
station, convenience store and 
car wash. 

The site formerly housed 
Billy Joe’s and IGA Market on 
the northwest corner of Eu- 
reka and Inkster. 

It also was revealed that 
Zahr has a 10-year contract 
with Amoco Oil Co. 

Zahr said most of the old 
IGA will be razed, but at least 
in city taxes that would be col- 
lected. 

Pennington also praised the 
156 local jobs that would be 
created by the new industrial 
project.

uation worked out,” said Pare’. 
“I don’t want anything to hap- 
pen to my daughter and I don’t 
want her walking all that way 
to school.” 

The Westland mother said 
some parents have gotten to- 
gether to car pool their chil- 
dren so they don’t have to walk 
to school, however, Wildwood 
is so congested the students 
have been late to school be- 
cause of the traffic around the 
elementary school. 

Superintendent Duane 
Moore sympathized with the 
parents and said all of their 
concerns would be investi- 
gated, however, he empha- 
sized that based on the vast 
number of changes the district 
experienced over the last 
school year and summer, the 
problems were normal. 

“I’m not trying to take away 
from the personal concerns of 
parents, but the problems are 
normal and adjustments are 
being made,” said Moore. The 
superintendent added 
throughout his building obser- 
vations over the last two weeks 
he has been truly impressed 
with the quality of prepara- 
tion, organization and imple- 
mentation of furniture, staff 
and administration that has 
occurred. 

“There are a lot of good staff 
members in the district and I 
was very impressed with the 
demeanor of the students,” 
said Moore. 


Sale of Patchin 
property questioned

The possible sale of prop- 
erty around Patchin Elemen- 
tary School, on Newburgh has 
many parents and residents 
concerned the district is sell- 
ing valuable land to make a 
quick buck. 

A potential buyer has ap- 
proached the Wayne-Westland 
School board in hopes of pur- 
chasing 17-acres of land south 
and east of the school in addi- 
tion to an undetermined 
amount of frontage on New- 
burgh Road. 

The board of education in- 
tended to declare the property 
surplus and authorize the sale 
of the property for no less than 
$450,000 including a 60 foot 
easement at Monday evening 
school board meeting. 

The board did in fact ap- 
prove the declaration of sur- 
plus, however, they directed 
the superintendent to return 
to the board with a report 
within a 60-day period, nego- 
tiating with Dearborn Real Es- 
tate Company the sale of the 
surplus portion for residential 
development, excluding the 
words involving the cost of the 
sale and the footage of ease- 
ment 

“Do we really need to sell 
this property'," said David So- 
nak, a Patchin Elementary par- 
ent of three children. Sonak 
questioned the boards urgency 
to sell the property as a “fire 
sale”. “Are we in need of im- 
mediate cash,” asked Sonak. 

Former trustee. Laurel Rai- 
sanen, asked the board 
whether they knew for sure the 
property- could even be sold. “I 
understand the land was do- 
nated and as a condition, land 
surrounding the school could 


not be separated until the 
school no longer existed,” said 
Raisanen. Raisanen encour- 
aged the board to check into 

county records concerning the 
lands negotiability. 

“I think the school board 
has a responsibility to the pub- 
lic to get input from resident,” 
said Raisanen. “This is a beau- 
tiful area of forest.” 

Superintendent Duane 
Moore assured the board audi- 
ence the situation would be in- 
vestigated, keeping in mind 
the priority of the students 
comes first and foremost. 

Concerns from parents in- 
clude the lost of the environ- 
mental and biological value of 
the land, development too 
close to the school boundaries 
and increased traffic along 
Newburgh Road. 

Sole opposition came from 
school board Trustee Richard 
LeBlanc who voted against 
both motions on the board 
agenda. LeBlanc said he was 
opposed to the immediacy of 
the sale as well as the lack of 
input the board is seeking 
from the residents and parents 
of Patchin Elementary. 

“For us to encourage a per- 
son or a developer to put a 
road next to a road is ridicu- 
lous,” said LeBlanc. “I hope 
the board completely turns 
down the offer and allow peo- 
ple to bid on the property so 
that it will best serve the 
school district At this time I 
am against the selling of the 
property as it is being pre- 
sented.” 

Board members voted five 
to one (one absent) to approve 
the declaration of surplus 
property and the authorization 
of sale. 

“I hate to see this property 
sold,” said Sue Yerger.

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On numerous occa- 
sions an acquaintance 
has been arrested and 
jailed for drunk driving 
and related offenses. 

The man is a classic al- 
coholic, but if you were 
to confront him with the 
problem he would claim otherwise. Even after beat- 
ing his wife and brandishing a gun, the acquain- 
tance would deny he has an alcohol problem. 

For a year, friends and family secretly hoped that 
law enforcement authorities or the court system 
would throw their loved one in jail for 12 months, 
or at the very least put him on a restrictive tether. 

After the latest offense which was wife abuse in- 
stigated by intoxication, acquaintances all felt this 
was it. ..the violator would go before a judge in 
downtown Detroit and be remanded to prison for a 
lengthy period of time. They could all breathe a 
sigh of relief because the violator would be taken 
off the streets therefore he could not injure anyone 
by car or with his gun or fists. He would learn that 
punishment was more than just a slap on the wrist, 
or suspending his driver’s license, or probation, or 
all of the above. 

The trip downtown turned into a joke. The judge 
asked the defendant, ‘Have you been drinking?” 
Defendant said “no.” Defendant’s lawyer and wife 
gave him a quizzical look. Judge also was surprised. 
Defendant then qualified the “no,” with, “well I 
drink a couple of beers each night on the way home 
from work.” 

Judge laughed, and then promptly put the defen- 
dant on probation with instructions to attend AA 
meetings a couple of nights a week. 

The defendant was ecstatic. Even he felt jail time 
was a distinct possibility. But once again our court 
system came through. The defendant can take it 
easy for a week or two. Maybe he will stay away 
from the bar. Maybe he will even attend an AA 
meeting or two. But after the guilt wears off, he 
knows he will be able to go back to the same 
lifestyle and no one will be able to do a thing about 
it. In this instance, the judge decided to give the de- 
fendant one more chance, quite possibly because 
the prison was too full or he was feeling charitable 
that day. 

Hopefully the defendant will make the most of it. 
Hopefully this is not one more opportunity to kill 
someone on the streets with a car. Hopefully this is 
not one more opportunity to blow his wife’s brains 
out. Hopefully this is one more opportunity to sober 
up and live a responsible life. I doubt it, however. 
I’ve seen too many guys in the same situation wait 
until they have a murder or manslaughter rap on 
their hands before sober becomes a part of their vo- 
cabulary. 

This is the ‘90s. This is a period in time when al- 
cohol can be attributed to most cases of violence 
whether it is wife abuse or murder one. This fact 
combined with a typically lenient court system that 
allows murderers to walk and couldn’t care less 
about drunkards and wife beaters, makes for rough 
times. Those of us who care need to figure out how 
to make drunkards sober and judges tougher.

Truck owner 
dissatisfied 

7b the editor: 

I bought a loaded 1995 Ford 
Bronco XLT, sport package, off 
the lot on Feb. 13, 1995. 1 paid a 
total sum of $32,656.72. I was 
very excited when I went to 
pick it up, like a kid going to an 
amusement park. I drove it 
around showing it off to every- 
one I knew. Until Feb. 27, 1995, 
when it started shifting hard, 
the anti-lock brake light came 
on, speedometer stopped 
working, and the overdrive 
light started to flash. So I took 
it back to the dealer. Two days 
later, I picked it up and was 
told the wiring harness for the 
automatic transmission had 
shorted out and they repaired 
it. I was greatly upset about it, 
but thought no one is perfect, 
things happen. However, on 
July 11, 1995, I took it in again 
this time because: 

The rear axle was grinding, 
the rear brakes squeaked, the 
steering wheel shook when the 
brakes were applied, the tail- 
gate window shook and ground 
when rolled up or down, one of 
the spare tire bolts broke 
loose, and I had problems star- 
ting it. 

Three days later I picked it 
up and was told: They re- 
placed the differential locker 
plates, and set the backlash, 
deglazed and adjusted the 
rear brakes, replaced both 
front rotors and brake pads, 
realigned the rear window, re- 
placed the spare tire carrier, 
and they replaced the fuel 
pump. 

Does this sound like basic 
maintenance for 6.383 miles? 
Now I’m not so happy with my 
new Ford Bronco. 

On Aug. 22, 1995 with 8,253 
miles I was required, once 
again, to go back to the dealer- 
ship. This time for: the blower 
motor squeaking, the truck 
pulling left when braking, the 
rear brakes squeaking, and an- 
other noise from the rear axle. 

It took the dealership 8 days 
to return my 1995 Bronco and 
say: 

They replaced the blower 
motor, turned the front brake 
rotors, and replaced the brake 
pads, again deglazed the rear 
brakes, tighten the rear drive 
shaft bolts and only after the 
dealership took it for a test 
drive and noticed it still pul- 
led to the left when braking, 
they rebuilt the front brake 
calipers and adjusted the 
steering. At this point I have 
had it with my Ford product. 

When I got home that day I 
sat down and looked at my lo- 
cal newspaper to see an article 
titled, “1995 Ford Bronco 


scores with big, bold truck”. I 
read the article and thought, 
like the writer I was also very 
impressed with the look and 
performance of the 1995 Ford 
Bronco, until the problems be- 
gan. 1 don’t think that Ford Mo 
tor Company allowed the 
writer to drive the truck long 
enough to encounter any 
problems. 

Then, on Sept. 3, 1995 my 
brake light came on and stayed 
on, so I shut it off and restarted 
it and the brake light was still 
on, so I read my owners man 
ual to see “Warning: The brake 
light indicates brakes may not 
be working properly. Have the 
brakes inspected immediately. 


Brake failure may result in se- 
rious personal injury or vehi- 
cle damage.” So I drove it to 
where I had to go and shut it 
off. When I restarted it the 
brake light did not come back 
on. 

So on Sept. 5, 1995 I went 
into the service drive to tell 
them of my situation, they 
looked at me like I was crazy 
and said “just keep an eye on 
the brake light and the brake 
fluid." 

When I started my truck to 
leave the dealership the brake 
light came on again. I drove it 
into the service department 
and showed it to the service 
writer, who showed it to the 


mechanic. They both looked it 
over quickly and said “It’s fine 
just drive it until tomorrow 
when we have time to look at it 
further.” So now it is again in 
the service department. 

I have only had the truck 265 
days and 13 of the days it has 
been in the shop.

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Western Wayne task force battles drugs, thefts

Trying to fight crime and 
auto thefts with a limited bud- 
get is something most police 
departments have gotten used 
to, but a special task force has 
been successful in cracking 

• down on narcotics violations 

j and auto theft despite limited 

manpower.

Lt. Sandra Miller, com- 

♦ manding officer of the Western 
Wayne Narcotics (WWN) and 
Western Wayne Auto Theft 
Elimination Effort (WWATEE) 


said the joint efforts of West- 
ern Wayne communities have 
had some success. 

The 1994 annual reports of 
WWN and WWATEE revealed 
that drug use is up among 
young people, Miller said. The 
WWN has succeeded in getting 
numbers of seized drugs down. 
In 1991. 2,371 grams of cocaine 
were seized, but only 405.85 
grams were seized in 1994. 

In the monthly meeting of 
the Council of Western Wayne. 
Miller presented the following 
facts in her report: 

• Heroin seized increased 


from 1991 to 1994. Eight grams 
were seized in 1991 as opposed 
to 20 grams in 1994. 

• Marijuana experienced a 
modest increase from 35 
pounds in 1991 to 65.22 pounds 
in 1994. In 1993. pounds of mar- 
ijuana seized reached 361.1 
pounds. 

Miller commended the ef- 
forts of the community task 
forces, but said more needs to 
be done. 

“We can only do it with re- 
sources and personnel,” Miller 
said. “Your communities have 
been very supportive,” she 
said to the Conference of West- 


ern Wayne board. 

Reports from the WWATEE 
revealed increases in vehicle 
recoveries, and arrests. In 
1992, there were 69 arrests for 
auto theft and 97 in 1994, in 
1992, 203 vehicles were recov- 
ered by police, and 262 in 1994, 
Miller reported. 

“Paper can’t truly reveal 
their every day success,” Mil- 
ler said of officers working on 
the task force. People on the 
task forces sometimes face 
criticism that their efforts 
aren’t enough, she said. 

Miller defended the task 
forces, saying, “If you try to do 


too many things with too little 
manpower, you’re not doing 
justice.” 

Van Buren Township Super- 
visor David Jacokes said it’s 
important to realize and ac- 
centuate the positive aspects 
of the program. In Van Buren 
Township, narcotics and auto 
thefts are “down tremen- 
dously,” he said. 

Complicating auto theft in- 
vestigations are the “Russian 
Mafia,” an network of people 
from former Communist bloc 
countries which steals and 
sends cars over national bor- 


ders into Eastern European 
Countries, Miller said. A 1984 
Oldsmobile Cutlass Supreme 
could be worth as much as 
$35,000. A luxury import auto- 
mobile like a BMW could be 
worth $100,000 in Eastern Eu- 
rope. 


Some “Russian Mafia” 
groups are under investiga- 
tion. Local police departments 
are working with the FBI, and 
the department of U.S. Cus- 
toms. Miller said she expects 
indictments in the thefts 
within six months.

Children from households 
whose income is at or below 
the levels shown are eligible 
for free or reduced-price 
meals or free milk. Organiza- 
tions participating in the Child 
and Adult Care Food Program 
may make meals available at 
no separate charge. 

Application forms will be 
sent to all homes with a letter 
to parents or guardians. To ap- 
ply for free or reduced-price 
meals, households should fill 
out the form and return it to 
the school. Additional copies 
of the application form and re- 
turn it to the school. Addi- 
tional copies of the 
application form are available 
at the principal’s office in each 
school. 

Those who currently re- 
ceive food stamps or Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil- 
dren” (AFDC) have to list the 
child’s name and food stamp or 
AFDC case number, and sign 


the application. 

The information provided 
by the household is confiden- 
tial and will be used only for 
the purpose of determining el- 
igibility and verifying data.

College graduates older, 
working to achieve degree

Eastern Michigan Univer- 
sity students receiving bache- 
lor’s degrees in 1993-94 took 
more hours to earn their de- 
gree and were older at gradua- 
tion than their 1992-93 peers, 
according to the latest degree 
recipient analysis. 

The annual report, pub- 
lished by the office of institu- 
tional analysis, also shows that 
EMU reached a record high of 
3,277 bachelor degrees confer- 
red, up from 2,841 in 1992-93. 

Statistics for all bachelor 
degree recipients show they 
earned 99.1 EMU credit hours 
over 4.9 years and their aver- 


age age was 28.3 years. They 
maintained just over a B aver- 
age grade point. 

Extending the traditional 
four years to get an under- 
graduate degree is part of a na- 
tional trend and not 
necessarily a bad thing, ac- 
cording to Dennis Leford, as- 
sociate director of university 
marketing. 

“Students just take longer to 
get through college ant they 
used to,” Leford said. “This is 
true at EMU, in the state and 
the nation. I would say these 
students are not in a hurry to 
finish. They see their parents 
going through divorces more 
often than people used to, they 
are not anxious to marry and 


have children and they recog- 
nize that once you get into buy- 
ing a house and having 
childrem life may be more re- 
warding but not as much fun. 

Leford said surveys show 
that more than 80 percent of 
EMU students work, half em- 
ployed as much as 30 hours a 
week. “They can make $12- to 
$13,000 a year and still go to 
school part time,” Leford 
said. ’’They can afford a car 
payment, go on vacation, make 
progress toward their degree, 
learn about the work world 
and get good job references. If 
they want to take their time 
finishing their degree, there is 
no one to object too much.”

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Detroit Edison to add 
lined clearance crews 


Detroit Edison will add 43 
crews to its force of 152 line 
clearance crews working in 
Southeastern Michigan over 
the next few months. 

The added crews will allow 
the utility to increase the pace 
of tree trimming to improve 
service reliability and safety 
for customers. Detroit Edison 
maintains a 10 foot clearance 
between tree branches and 
power lines. 

The utility’s line clearance 
crews will be working in more 
than 40 communities in Sep- 
tember and October. 

About 70 percent of the 
electrical service outrages sus- 
tained by customers during a 
series of storms July 13-16 
were due to tree interference. 

“The recent storms and 


tree-related outrages served to 
reinforce the necessity for a 
continuing line-clearance 
schedule,” said Robert J. 
Buckler, senior vice president, 
Energy Marketing and 
Distribution. 

“Although it is impossible 
to stop winds of up to 80 mph 
from causing problems with 
our electrical system, as hap- 
pened with the recent storms, 
we are committed to eliminat 
ing outages that could be pre- 
vented by line clearance 
efforts,” he added. 

Trees that grow into or near 
power lines can knock them 
down during high winds and 
storms, causing outages. 
Downed power lines also pose 
safety hazards. Adults should 
remind young children that 


fallen power lines should be 
avoided because they are dan 
gerous and potentially life 
threatening. 

In addition, trees in contact 
with power lines during nor- 
mal weather may result in low 
voltage or outages to 
customers. 

The utility's tree-trimming 
crews follow National Arborist 
Association pruning stan- 
dards, which are designed to 
maintain the health of the tree. 

In September and October 
line-clearance crews will con- 
tinue or begin work in the fol- 
lowing communities in Wayne 
County: Allen Park, Canton 
Township, Detroit, Flat Rock, 
Plymouth, Plymouth Towns- 
hip, Romulus, and Wayne.

Detroit gang

Take 40 gang members, introduce them to a world where 
guns, drugs and hatred are misplaced with dancing, singing 
and applause, and what happens? 

They become mesmerized by it all. 

This scenario actually took place at the Fisher Theater 
Sept. 7 when press agent Shirl Harris decided to take a 
chance and broaden the cultural aspect of gangs in Detroit 
by inviting them to attend the premiere of West Side Story 

“With the Crips and Blood gangs in Los Angeles deciding 
on a truce, I thought why not bring gang memebers in Detroit 
here to see that what they are doing now is no different then 
many years ago," said Harris. “I know it’s not going to make 
all the difference in their lives, but maybe one of them may 
realize there are other possibilities for them besides joining 
a gang.” 

Harris contacted the Detroit Police Department and was 
able to connect with a former gang leader, Alex Montaner. 

"Alex had worked the last seven or eight years to educate 
himself,” said Harris. “He is now trying to help gangs reform 
and better their lives.” 

With the assistance of Montaner, Harris arranged for 
three rival gangs to attend the performance, and the partici- 
pants were seated within the first 10 rows. 

After the show, the cast members met with the Detroit 
youths encouraging them to stay in school and pursue a life 
outside of joining a gang. 

"We had refreshments, pizza and soft drinks, for those 
who attended.” said Harris. “I just wanted to give these kids 
an opportunity to come to a beautiful theatre that they rnay 
have never seen before and talk to some adults who may 
have been in a gang and could offer advice on how to better 
themselves."

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Plants abound 

Inkster retiree blossoms in his new hobby, growing a paradise

Wardell Reynolds’ garden is 
a sight to behold -- colorful 
flowers and hearty vegetables 
accented by healthy greenery 
- right in the heart of Western 
Wayne County. 

When Reynolds, who res- 
ides on Annapolis Terrace in 
Inkster, retired 15 years ago, 
he looked for a hobby to fill his 
days and decided to create a 
spectacular garden. 

“I worked in quality control 
at the Ford Motor Company 
Ypsilanti plant for 33 years,” 
Reynolds said. “I’ve done gar- 
dening for a long time, but it 
was about eight years ago - af- 
ter I built my deck - that I. re- 
ally got into it.” 

His garden is so spectacular 
that neighbors and visitors to 
the neighborhood come to ad- 
mire it. 

“A woman from California 
took pictures of my garden 
when she was visiting her, and 
she told me that she got a lot of 
ideas. When she went back 
home, she worked on her own 
garden and sent me pictures of 
it,” Reynolds said.

Celebrate the Michigan 
Apple Harvest festival

Fall in Michigan means cool 
nights, crisp days, and chil- 
dren back in school and look- 
ing for weekend fun. 

Fall also ushers in Michi- 
gan’s annual festival season 
celebrating its most abundant 
fruit - apples. 

The state’s apple harvest, 
which began last month, moves 
into high gear during Septem- 


ber and October, and is joined 
by a couple dozen local and re- 
gional festivities in which ap- 
ples play a prominent part. 

Because of Michigan’s ex- 
tensive and widely dispersed 
apple production, most resi- 
dents are within an easy drive 
of at least one of the many 
communities that set aside a 
day or a weekend to honor 
apples. 

The forecast projects a state 
apple yield of 22.8 million 


bushels which reflects the po- 
tential for a record-sized apple 
crop for the state. Michigan 
should rank as the second larg 
est apple producer in the na- 
tion this year and the largest 
east of the Rocky Mountains. 

Michigan also has the dis- 
tinction of producing the 
broadest range of commercial 
apple varieties of any state in 
the union.

that his garden was "as good or 
better” than his current gar 
den because the temperatures 
were not quite as hot and there 
was more rainfall. 

“With the heat his year, I re- 
ally had to stay on top of it.” 
Reynolds said. “Sometimes, I 
had to water twice a day. The 
impatipnts needed a lot of wa- 
ter or they would dry out - 
even those in so-called water- 
less pots had to be watered ev- 
ery three days. 

“If you skip a day, during the 
hot spells, you can really see 
the difference in the flowers,” 
the Inkster gardener said. 

Reynolds said this was the 
first year that he has planted 
sunflowers, and the tallest one 
in his garden topped 10 feet. 

“If I had known there was 
going to be a contest, I would 
have worked on my sunflowers 
more,” he said, adding that

he'll be ready with all his gar 
dening skills and techniques 
next year. 

Reynolds regularly "feeds” 
his plants and flowers with 
Miracle Grow and Rapid Grow, 
and he plans to pamper his 
sunflowers with a sprinkling of 
those substances next summer. 

“I grow tomatoes, aspar- 
agus, green beans and pole 
beans plus cabbage, collard 
and mustard greens, okra and 
Swiss chard,” Reynolds said. 
“1 grow hot and bell peppers 
and beet, too.” 

“This year the beets were 


the largest ones that I've ever 
grown,” Reynolds said. 

His wife. Shirley, helps to 
pick the beans and other vege 
tables and also cans or freezes 
them. 

At the peak of the summer 
growing season. Reynolds had 
to work three hours a day, 
seven days a week to maintain 
his garden properly. 

After the last of the garden 
produce is picked and put 
away for the winter, Reynolds 
admits that he misses the 
work. 

“When I can't work in the 
garden, then my wife and I 
walk, either at the mall or 
around a church on An- 
napolis," Reynolds said. 

Next year, he promises that 
his garden will be “bigger and 
better” than this one. He ad- 
mits that he makes the same 
promise every year.

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French cuisine 

Cooking skil ls recreate 18 th cent ury recipes

Each year, when historical 
groups recreate the 18th een 
tury days of the French set 
tiers along the Detroit River, 
the participants also revive 
the cooking skills of days gone 
by. 

Numerous military units as 
well as musicians, dancers and 
storytellers participate in Old 
French Town Days in Monroe 
during the last weekend of 
August. 

“My favorite part of it (the 
weekend encampment) is the 
food. There is nothing better 
than homemade beef stew 
cooked over an open fire,” said 
Jerry Finch, who attends the 
annual encampments with his 
mother, 

Westland resident Linda 
Finch. 

In preparation for the out- 
door cooking, Linda Finch 
grows a spice garden with 
tansy, tarragon, oregano and 
three kinds of mint. She also 
makes herb-flavored vinegar 
and her own maple syrup. 

According to sponsors of 
Old French Town Days, in the 
mid-1780s many French-Cana- 
dians made their homes along 
the banks of the River Raisin 
after leaving their residences 
in Detroit and the domination 
of the English garrison. The 
French settlers followed their 
ancient customs and their tra- 
ditional crafts flourished. 

It was only after the 19th 
century was well under way 
that the French were outnum- 
bered by eastern Yankees, the 
sponsors said. 

In the early days of Monroe,

the day before Lent — Fat 
Tuesday - was a party time. 
The young would gather for 
the tossing of the Virez les 
Crepes, which were thin flan- 
nel cakes. 

Each one in turn would hold 
the pan with its long handle, 
while another would pour in 
the thin batter, barely enough 
to cover the bottom of the pan. 
The art consisted of trying to 
turn the cake by tossing it as 
high as possible and bringing 
it down without damaging the 
shape. The cakes were then 
piled high in pyramid shape, 
butter and maple syrup were 
placed between each layer 
and formed the central dish in 
the supper.

Tourte is the staple food of 
French Canada, and a modern- 
ized version is still used today.

late fall and winter, some 
clubs and restaurants feature 
muskrat dinners, and many lo- 
cal people continue to prepare 
the meat - either roasted or 
fried - in their own kitchens. 
During Old French Town Days, 
participants often cook musk- 
rats over an open fire, but, ac- 
cording to state health 
regulations, may not sell it to 
visitors. 

Muskrat 

Salt water 

2 tablespoons vinegar 

Seasoning 

Celery 

Cream-style corn 

Soak muskrat for about two 
hours in salt water to which 2 
tablespoons of vinegar have 
been added. Drain and put on- 
ion, salt, pepper, celery and 
muskrat in pan of cold water. 
Bring to boil and skim off fro- 
thy top, then drain and rinse 
with cold water. Repeat pro- 
cess and continue cooking un- 
til it has come to a steady boil. 
Drain and then fry meat until 


tender, or place in a roaster 
and cover with creamed corn 
plus a little water and cook for 
one hour.

Stew 

Beef stew is made from 
beef, cut into small pieces, 
with vegetables - fresh from 
the garden - and herb flavor- 
ings - also picked from the gar- 
den. Whatever vegetables 
were in abundance were used 
for the stew, so its flavor 
changed from time to time. 
When the stew is made, ingre- 
dients are placed in a heavy 
pot and placed over an open 
fire and covered, and cooked 
until done. 

• 

Although there is not recipe 
available for it, a porridge dish 
made from cracked corn and 
eaten with cream and male 
sugar was a popular dish. 
Sagammite was eaten during 
wedding feasts and its popu- 
larity dates back to as early as 
1722 in Michigan. 

Because wild pigs roamed 
around the French Town area, 
barbecued pig was often on 
the menu for early settlers. On 
New Year’s Day, for example, 
barbecued pig and roast fowl 
were favorite foods.

ated his own stamp of success 
on theatre doors and on reels 
of film. 

He has had a long associa- 
tion with Mel Brooks begin- 
ning with the famous 
Springtime for Hitler number in 
The Producers, continuing with 
Blazing Saddles, Young Fran- 
kenstein, High Anxiety, History 
of the World, Part I and the lat- 
est Brook’s film, Draeula, Dead 
and Loving it. 

Johnson has also directed the 
film To Be or Not To Be, starring 
Mel Brooks and Anne Ban- 
croft. He has directed and 
staged Shirley MacLaine’s live 
appearances for the last 20 
years. 

He has also staged shows for 
Ann-Margret, Chita Rivera, 
Leslie Uggams, Bernadette Pe- 
ters and Peter Allen. His many 
television specials have 
earned him three Emmy 
awards and five nominations. 

With such a diverse back- 
ground, Johnson has seen it all 
in terms of putting the many 
pieces together of a stage pro- 
duction or movie.

With so. many years of expe- 
rience in the theatre business, 
Johnson has witnessed the 
many changes that have taken 
place affecting young per- 
formers who hope to make it 
big one day. 

“What they seem to be lack- 
ing is the benefit of tradition,” 
said Johnson. “When I was 
young, you couldn’t help but 
follow in the footsteps of many 
great people in this business. 
Today, youths need to attach 
themselves to someone who 
can help them get started.” 

Does Johnson still enjoy 
traveling around the world to 
find the perfect performers for 
his various productions? 

“I’m enjoying this life im- 
mensely as a director/ 
choreographer,” said Johnson. 

“I look forward to each per- 
formance. I look at theatre as 
being one of the best things in 
this life.”

Roadside emergency 
safety campaign begins

A public service campaign 
that gives Michigan motorists 
tools to handle roadside emer- 
gencies safely has been intro- 
duced by Michigan Secretary 
of State Candice Miller and 
Ameritech Cellular Services. 

The program “Stay Put. Stay 
Safe” 'will educate drivers 
about the importance of stay- 
ing inside a disabled vehicle 
and calling or signaling for 
help without leaving the car. 

“The safety of Michigan mo- 
torists is a top priority of our 
office,” Secretary Miller said. 
“This program provides clear 
guidelines and actual tools 
motorists can use during road- 
side emergencies to make 
Michigan highways a safer 
place to travel.” 

The “Stay Put. Stay Safe” 
program includes an assis- 


tance kit for motorists that pro- 
vides the tools for handling 
roadside emergencies safely. 
The assistance kit contains an 
visor advisory and a “Call The 
Police/I’ve Called the Police” 
emergency sign. The visor ad- 
visory is a card designed to 
easily affix to the car’s visor. It 
provides step- by-step instruc- 
tions for obtaining help with- 
out leaving the vehicle as well 
as cellular emergency 
numbers. 

The emergency sign, which 
can be posted in the back win- 
dow of a disabled car, is two- 
sided to accommodate those 
with, as well as those without, 
cellular telephones. The “Call 
The Police” sign signals pass- 
ing motorists with cellular 
phones that help is needed. 
The “I’ve Called the Police” 
side alerts other drivers that 
help is on the way and helps 
reduce the number of calls to 


911. 

Forty thousand “Stay 
Put. Stay Safe” kits will be 
available free of charge. Mo- 
torists can obtain kits by mail- 
ing in an order form available 
at any Secretary of State 
branch office where informa- 
tional posters will be on dis- 
play throughout 1995. 
Motorists can also obtain the 
kits by stopping by any Ameri- 
tech Cellular Center. All mate 
rials are provided by 
Ameritech. 

“Stay Put. Stay Safe” is part 
of an ongoing effort by Ameri- 
tech Cellular to address the 
public safety issues that face 
all of us,” said Deborah Rav- 
etta, Ameritech Cellular’s Re- 
gional Vice President - 
Michigan. “We believe cellular 
communications can make a 
difference in the lives of all 
Michigan residents.” 


Driver education overhaul sought 


Driver education needs to 
be “reinvented,” advises a new 
report from the AAA Founda- 
tion for Traffic Safety. 

Traditional driver educa 
tion methods teach teens how 
to get licenses, but do little to 
reduce crashes. The AAA 
Foundation for Traffic Safety 
recommends that y o u n g 
drivers be taught a broad- 
based curriculum that focuses 
more on safe driving attitudes 
and behavior than on basic 
skills. 

The Novice Dni'er Educatin'' 
Model Curriculum Outline 
recommendations include: 


• Developing computer soft- 
ware to teach driving basics; 

• Improving in-car instruc- 
tion with more driver 
feedback; 

• Involving parents in the 
driver education process; 

• Using social pressures to 
foster safe driving attitudes; 

• Enacting graduated licens- 
ing systems that restrict new 
drivers to safer times and 
locations. 

Studies confirm what many 
have known all along: young 
drive*-*- are at a much greater 
i imv tor crash related death or 
injury than the general popu- 


lation: driver education efforts 
must be enhanced to provide 
more on-road experience; feel- 
ings on “invulnerability” 
among young drivers are re- 
sponsible for risky behavior 
behind the wheel and alcohol 
use among teens is at an all- 
time high.

Colors peak now in Upper Peninsula 


Now through early October, 
the fall colors will be at their 
peak in the Upper Peninsula. 

Recommended tours lead 
through northern forests that 
provide a palate of color from 
the blazing reds of maples to 
the burnt old of aspen groves 
and from the deep flow of or- 
ange to the splashes of forest 
green from the pine, spruce 
and balsam. 

Wild asters and chicory 
brighten the roadways and 
birds and wildfowl gather for 
their southern migration. 
Along the way, waterfall and 
quiet inland lakes reflect the 
colors of thee forest. 

The following are tours rec- 
ommended by the Michigan 
Travel Bureau: 

• Houghton, Hancock, Cop- 
per Harbor and Eagle River, 


approximately 135 miles. High- 
lights are the Lake Superior 
shoreline. Brockway Mountain 
Drive. Fort Wilkins State Park. 
Eagle Harbor Light Station. 
McLain State Park, Lake 
Medora. Copper Harbor Light- 
house and esivant Pines Re- 
serve. 

• Ironwood, Silver City, Wak 
efield. approximately 160 
miles. Highlights are Lake Su 
perior shoreline. Porcupine 
Mountains, Wilderness State 
Park, Lake of the Clouds. 
Black River Parkway, Lake 
Gogebic State Park and Ottawa 
National Forest. 

• Iron River. Bruce Crossing. 
Watersmeeet, approximately 
135 miles. Highlights are Ot- 
tawa National Forest, Sylvania 
Wilderness Recreation Area, 
Bewabic State Park 


• St. Ignace, Whitefish Point, 
Engadine. approximately 170 
miles Highlights are Straits of 
Mackinc, Whitefish Point, Tah- 
quamenon Falls, Lake Michi- 
gan shoreline. Top-of-the-Lake 
Park. 

• Sault Ste. Marie, Drum- 
mond Island. Hellel, approx- 
imately 160 miles. Highlights 
Soo Locks. Brimley state Park, 
Mackinac Island, Les Che- 
neaux Island, Drummond Is- 
land. 

In late September through 
mid-October, the peak color 
period is expected in the 
norther Lower Peninsula, fol- 
lowed by the early to mid- Oc- 
tober color peak in central 
Lower Peninsula and the mid 
to late- October color peak in 
the southern Lower Peninsula, 
including Wayne County.

The money is there, accord- 
ing to the IOF Foresters. They 
say billions go unclaimed. 

The National Commission 
on Student Financial Assis- 
tance found that while there 
was more than $35 billion in 
aid available to students from 
corporations, only $2.7 billion 
was used. Some $33.7 billion 
went unclaimed, not because 
people were unqualified, but 
because they didn’t know 
where to look. 


According to IOF Foresters, 
a fraternal organization that 
provides college planning as- 
sistance, the cost of a four-year 
private college education is 
fast approaching $100,000, and 
some state schools have been 
raising their tuition faster than 
the privates. During the past 10 
years the cost of a college edu- 
cation has doubled. Financial 
aid experts at the IOF For- 
esters say that over the next 10 
years costs will keep climbing. 

“But don’t panic,” says Lori 
Sennett, a college planning 
specialist at IOF. “There is a 
great deal of financial aid 
available - and we are talking 
billions of dollars. More finan- 
cial aid is available from the 
private sector, which totaled 
$56 billion in 1987 and has in- 
creased to a whopping $151 
billion in 1992.” 

Did you know that if you are 
a Mexican American between 


the ages of 17 and 22 and live 
in the Golden State, you just 
might strike gold with the 
$1,500 Vikki Carr Scholarship. 
And for those ancestors put 
their John Hancock on the 
Declaration of Independence, 
the Decendents of the Signers 
of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence have scholarships avail- 
able. Harvard has 
scholarships for students 
named “Pennoyer,” “Downer,” 
and “Ellis,” regardless of 
need. 

Don’t think you can’t get fi- 
nancial assistance because 
you earn too much money; 80 
percent of the private sector 
does not require a financial 
statement or proof of need. 

And don’t believe that 
grades are the only considera- 
tion for an award; 90 percent of 
private sector applications are 
not concerned with grades.

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Paper glut 

Taming the ‘tiger’ of office clutter in the computer age world

When the computer age ar- 
rived, we were told that it 
would bring a reduction in pa- 
per work. 

Wrong. In fact, the computer 
has enabled the writer to dash 
off extra copies with the push 
• of a button, and to fax or send 
them to anyone even remotely 
interested in the contents of 
the paper. 

Paper work has proliferated 
during the past decade with an 
increase in the number of 
faxes, catalogues, informa- 
tional packets, advertising 
mailings and various publica- 
tions, all of which end up in 
the “in” basket of someone’s 
desk. 

Why is the problem beeom 
ing so critical today that Bar- 
bara Hemphill, a professional 
organizer and president of a 
Washington, D.C. -based con- 
sulting firm, was prompted to 
writer. Taming the Paper Tiger,? 

In part, she blames the 
economy and resulting busi- 
ness cutbacks. 

“At one time, most man- 
agers had assistants who took 


care of the paper work - filed, 
distributed or discarded it - 
and there were filing depart- 
ments to see that all the pa- 
pers were put in their proper 
places,” said Hemphill. 

Not so, anymore. 

“With the cutbacks, there 
are no assistants to do this 
work, so it all ends up in the 
manager’s ‘in’ basket. Rather 
than having one centralized 
file department, many people 
work in cubicles surrounded 
by their own file cabinets,” He- 
mphill said. 

“There has never b.een a 
more critical need to learn or- 
ganizing skills,” Hemphill 
said. “There is more to orga- 
nize - more information, more 
paper work and more new 
technology.” 

Most people who try to orga- 
nize their offices -- at work or 
home - become discouraged 
when they see the piles of. pa- 
pers that they already have ac- 
cumulated. • . • • 

“Start today: Remeipber to- 
day’s mail is -tomorrow^ pile,” 
Hemphill said. “Don’t get 
bogged down with the backlog. 
Work on your current papers 
and, as you have time, incorpo-

1. Make a commitment to clean your home or office with 
someone else. It’s easier and more fun. 

2. Put all like items together - bills, newspapers, maga- 
zines, etc. It is easier to decide what to keep after you see 
what you have and how much space it requires. 

3. Eliminate the unnecessary. Don’t keep anything that is 
not useful, beautiful or loved. 

4. Ask yourself, “What is the worst possible thing that 
could happen if I didn’t have this?” If you are comfortable 
without it, get rid of it.

Hemphill noted, “If you 
don’t know you have it or can’t 
find it, it is of no use. In fact, it 
has been found that the more 
you keep, the less you use.” 

The organizing expert sug 
gests that files be used and an 


index made. 

“It doesn't matter what kind 
of file you use. Use whatever 
system works ^or you," Hemp 
hill said. “For a teacher, for ex 
ample, a portable file might be 
appropriate for bringing pro- 
jects to school.” 

She noted that teachers and 


newspaper writers tend to ac- 
cumulate a lot of papers be- 
cause they are always looking 
for new ideas for their work. 

In her book she outlines a 
paper management system 
and strategies for “taming the 
paper tiger.” 

She does not neglect the 


homemaker, and includes tips 
for filing photographs, travel 
materials, tax information and 
family records and mem- 
orabilia. 

Taming the Paper Tiger is 
available in paperback for 
$11.95, and is distributed by 
National Book Network.

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Almanac predicts 

Weather mild, lighter snowfall for winter

On Tuesday morning the 
1996 edition of The Old 
Farmer's Almanac hit the news 
stands with usual weather pre- 
dictions and a potpourri of fea- 
tures. 

Residents of Western Wayne 
County and surrounding areas 
will be pleased to learn that 
the period from November 
through March is expected to 
be much milder than normal 
with below-normal precipita 
tion and snowfall. 

Expect great variability 
from month to month, the al- 
manac noted. 

Dry conditions during the 
first half of November will be 
alleviated by ample rainfall 
the letter half, while warm pe- 
riods 1 will relieve frequent Ca- 
nadian cold fronts. 

A lid, especially for the 
youngsters, there is a predic- 
tion of a white Christmas. 

The almanac also predicts 
the weather for the 1995 Sum- 
mer Olympics in Atlanta, Ga. - 


a combination of showers and 
hot, sunny weather. 

The almanac also offers 
some predictions on fashion 
trends for 1995: 

• Women's styles will be 
more “feminine.” It’s good-bye 
combat boots and hello to 
spike heels, Wonderbras and 
clingy dresses. 

• Classic sweater sets are 
back, even for dressy events 

• Black is still the best bet, 
abut some designers are show- 
ing wild colors such as cerise, 
mango, berry’ and purple. 

There is a back lash on the 
casual Friday look with em- 
ployees going back to suits and 
more traditional wear, and 
there also is a lessening of the 
Western look for both men and 
women. Still, there will be 
plaid shirts and clunky work 
boots around for awhile, ac- 
cording to the fashion experts 
at the almanac. 

What will be the hottest col- 
lectibles in 1996? Well, check 
the attic for your old Barbie or 
G.I. Joe dolls or Star Trek 


memorabilia. Also check for 
old-style lawn and gardening 
equipment, such as iron 
gnome lawn ornaments and 
19th century lawnmowers. 

The Old Farmer’s Almanac 
noted that hand-tied fishing 
flies are gaining popularity 
with collectors and also vin- 
tage kitchen ware, such as old 
cherry pitters, muffin pans, 
cash iron hollow wear plus 
bowls and rolling pins with ad- 
vertising slogans. 

Food news for 1996 includes 
a return to the plain variety 
rather than the espressos and 
cappucinos which have been 
popular, and higher beef con- 
sumption. The almanac also 
predicts that pink foods (such 
as pink grapefruit and pink 
guava puree) will replace the 
blue foods, gelatin and tortilla 
chips of 1995. 

While figures for the cur- 
rent year are not yet available, 
the almanac has determined 
how $1 is spent by the U.S. gov- 
ernment - 21 cents for Social 
Security, 17.4 cents for na- 
tional defense, 14.2 cents for 


unemployment benefits, Medi- 
caid and other welfare, 14 
cents for interest on the na- 
tional debt and 9.7 cents on 
Medicare. The rest of the dol- 
lar is spent on health, educa- 
tion, transportation, veterans’ 
benefits, natural resources, in- 
ternational affairs, science 
and space, running the White 
House and Congress, com- 
merce, community and re- 
gional development and 
energy, with the last nine items 
being one cent or less of the 
dollars. 

The almanac also includes 
articles about the “father” of 
all traffic laws, aphrodisiacs, 
the anxiety-reducing proper- 
ties of vanilla and how to get 
rid of paper clutter. 

For pet-owners, there is an 
article on which is the smart- 
est - dogs, cats or human be- 
ings. Considering that dogs 
and cats can generally mani- 
upulate their owners into do- 
ing whatever they want, the 
question appears to have al- 
ready been answered.

What roars like a lion, accel- 
erates like a scolded cat, and 
can plaster a grin on your face 
a mile wide? 

Give up? 

The answer to the prayers 
you said to the car god - the 
1995 Corvette Convertible. 
With 300 horsepower and a 
convertible top this car begs to 
be driven fast. The attention 
you get while behind the 
wheel is fabulous. Unfor- 
tunately, not only do members 
of the opposite sex give you 
pleasing stares, but so do the 
local members of the speed 
trap enforcement teams. 

The Corvette is an Ameri- 
can icon. It tells the world that 
you are an American and that 
only the best America has to 
offer will do. 

The Corvette accelerates 
very quickly with its six-speed 
manual transmission, however 
it does not ride worth a damn 


on Michigan’s pothole ridden 
interstates. The harshness will 
soon fade away once the grin 
starts to take over your body 
when you run the Corvette 
through its six-speed gearbox. 

What does $47,324 buy these 
days? A college education, a 
house or maybe this car. For 
the price you get: a manual 
convertible top; a 5.7 liter, 300 
horsepower V8; traction con- 
trol; a six-speed transmission: 
air conditioning; an AM/FM 
stereo with a CD and tape 
player; leather seats, power 
driver and passenger seats; 
keyless entry; 17’ tires and a 
smile a mile long. 

Corvette’s main competition 
comes from the Dodge Stealth, 
Nissan 300 ZX. Mitsubishi 3000 
GT, Porsche 968 and Mazda 
RX-7 Turbo. Take it from me, 
none of the above mentioned 
with their techno-tweaked en- 
gines give you half of the driv- 
ing enjoyment that the Cor- 
vette does. 

I do have a few things to 


gripe about, however. To start 
with, the sticker price is 
enough to give you a heart- 
attack.

First-time buyers want a suburban location 


First- time home buyers want 
many of the same features in a 
home that trade-up buyers want-a 
large lot, a two-car garage, walk in 
closets and bay windows. 

But, they aren’t willing or able to 
pay a big price, according to a sur 
vey by the National Association of 
Home Builders. 


Renters who planned to buy their 
first home in the near future were 
surveyed on their housing desires. 

“One feature they definitely want 
in a home is significantly more 
space than they have in their rental 
accommodations, a median of 1,900 
square feet versus 1,000 square 
feet,” said Janet L. Compo, presi- 


dent of the Building Industry Asso- 
ciation of Southeastern Michigan 
and chief executive officer of James 
D. Compo, Inc. in Farmington Hills. 

First-time buyers are willing or 
able to pay a median price of 
$87,000 compared to trade-up 
buyers who could afford a median 
price of $120,200. 


“The top five priorities for first- 
time home buyers were energy effi- 
ciency, a big lot, less crime, a better 
neighborhood and less noise,” 
Compo added. 

For a newly built home, first-time 
buyers said that quality of work-

“The percentage of a remodeling 
investment which will be returned 
depends on the job and the number 
of years until the house is sold,” 


said Thomas Kellett, co-chairman of 
BIA’s Remodelors Council and vice 
president of Kellett Construction 
Company. 

“A minor kitchen remodel can re- 
turn 100 percent of the initial in- 
vestment, while a new skylight 
illuminating a room could return 
even more. A rule of thumb is that 
any improvement which brings a 
home up to the level of similar 
houses in the same neighborhood is 
a good one,” he added. 

In choosing a remodeler, the low- 
est price is not always the best 
choice.

job exactly the same way. Be as spe- 
cific as possible and ask the con- 
tractor to specify the materials and 
brand names on which he is basing 
the quote.

With a 
remodeling project, the lowest 
price often comes with a sacrifice or 
compromise of quality workman- 
ship or materials, professionalism, 
time, supervision, service and fol- 
low’ up.

Shopping for a home involves a 
lot of decisions. Should you buy a 
traditional single-family home or a 
condominium style townhouse or 
apartment? Do you want to live in 
the city or the suburbs? How many 
bathrooms and bedrooms do you 
need? 

Another key question involves 
whether you should buy a new 
home or an existing one. New 
homes cost more on average, but 
they have numerous advantages.

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Right location for home is crucial 


Choosing the right location for 
your new home is as important as 
choosing the right builder.

ASID chapters frequently partic- 
ipate in civic fundraising projects 
that showcase the residential and 
commercial design talents of local 
members. Call your local ASID 
chapter to determine if such a pro- 
ject is forthcoming or check your 
community newspaper. 

Personal Referrals 

Check with associates or friends 
who have recently redesigned their 
businesses or homes with projects 
of similar nature and scope to the 
>ne you have in mind and if they are 


pleased with the outcome. Contact 
the designer responsible for the 
project. 

Design Trade and Shelter Maga- 
zines 

A variety of magazines feature 
exemplary design work. You should 
read design trade magazines which 
feature the type of projects you 
have in mind; for example, restau- 
rant, hotel, store, office or residen- 
tial design. 

National and local magazines 
will feature the work of a variety of 
residential designers. 

Next you will want to interview 
the designer. This is your oppor- 
tunity to present your project, listen 
to the designer’s observation and in 
sight and examine the designer’s 
work. 

It is equally important that you 
assess the degree of compatibility 
you have with the designer. 

Reference Education 

It is also important that you 


check tne designer’s references and 
education. Ask about his other edu- 
cational. background, experience 
and affiliations with professional 
organizations. 

Ask for the names of clients you 
may contact for references. It is im- 
portant that you feel a strong sense 
that you and your designer can work 
well together as a team. 

Compatibility is key to a good ex- 
perience and you should ask your- 
self if you expect a good outcome 
and also a rewarding personal ex- 
perience. . 

It is also vital that you identify 
the budget that you -intend to com- 
mit to the design project. 

By doing so, you enable the de- 
signer to seek solutions to the prob- 
lems which you’ve identified, that 
are within your financial means. 

During the interview, it will be 
appropriate to discuss the method 
by which the interior designer will 
be compensated. 


Examples of compensation 
methods are noted below. It is criti- 
cal to both parties that methods of 
compensation are documented. 

You should expect a contract 
from your designer during the early 
stages of the design process. 

Some methods of compensation 
are: a fixed or flat fee, an hourly fee, 
cost plus a mark up on purchases, a 
percentage fee, retail basis, cost by 
square foot and/or a combination of 
one or two of the aforementioned. 

A quick check list for someone 
about to retain an interior designer 
would be: Determining your needs; 
Searching for an interior designer; 
The interview; Determining fees 
and compensation; Contracts; The 
design process.
